4. TRADE AGREEMENT. YOU HAVE OUR 156979 REGARDING THIS 
WEEK'S PROGRESS BY THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. THE COMMITTEE 
FILED THE APPROVAL RESOLUTION ON JUNE 22 WHICH MEANS THAT 
THE FIFTEEN-DAY CLOCK FOR SENATE FLOOR ACTION BEGAN TO 
TICK TODAY. IT IS POSSIBLE THAT THE VOTE COULD COME NEXT 
WEEK BUT THE FINANCE STAFFERS STILL THINK IT MORE LIKELY
